An estimate on the 
average yield per acre for this year 
has not yet been made, but prospects

The cpndition of cotton is 32 pcr 


cent. This -is a decrease in growing 
condition of 43 per cent as compared 
with our report laat month.

condition of cotton on same date last 
year was 79 per cent.

This death is the first on the field 


of battle that has

vice cross for bravery in battle— 
the defense of Cantigny. 'In 
France. 


This information is contained in an 
Associated Press dispatch published 
in the Sunday papers and-'was re1- 
ceived in this city with 'manifestations 
of praise and approval and is as fol- 
lows : 


"Private David O. Clapp, infantry, 


Ada, 
Okla.—During the defense of 


Cantigny, May 28, although wounded 
several times, stayed with his auto- 
matic rifle and assisted in the recon- 
solidation of his platoon, but after 
receiving first aid insisted on return- 
ing to his post where he remained, 
working until forced to evacuate." 


Mr. Clapp is a young man-of 22 


years and is the son of MT. and Mrs. 
David Clapp who live about eight 
miles south of the city on the Byrd'a 
Mill road. There are eight boys in 
the family and three girls. David is 
next to the youngest, and is well 
known in the city. His brother, Mel- 
ton is at present employed with the 
Olson Plumbing Co.

1917, and was in the flrit regiment 
that went to France, having accom- 
panied General Pershing.
